Although there is no immediate fear of a visitation of cholera in this 
country, the action of the Board of Guardians through its itary Committee, 
in promoting cleanliness in the dwellings of the Jewish poor, is, as Mr. Mocatta 
pointed out last week, highly opportune. Cleanliness, as well as sobriety and the 
strict observance of the dietary laws, have before now contributed materially 
- towards checking the ravages of cholera among the Jews. We are reminded of 

this fact by a statement published in the Posener Zeitung, to the effect that 
when the epidemic raged there in 1831, the number of deaths among Jews during 
a given period, thanks to the excellent precautions adopted by them, was but 24. 
out of a total number of 416, although the Jews formed one-fifth of the entire 
population. Public acknowledgments were rendered to the heads of the Jewish 
community for their eflicient sumitary arrangements, in a general order issued by 
the then Chief President of the province. These thanks were subsequently 
reiterated in an emphatic manner by King Frederick William in an official letter 
which his Majesty addressed to the Chief President, and which was published 
by the latter in-the local press.

It is not likely 
that the offence of baking in the small hours of Sunday will be discovered through 
any information on the part of the journeymen who have engaged in the act.

The Book of Denteronomy, of which the Sedrah of the week forms the 
opening portion, has not escaped the rough treatment to which the whole of the 
Pentateuch has been subjected by modern. eritics. We have no intention of 
depreeating such criticism it demonstrates the existences ofa lively scientifie 
interest in the Bible records which can finally result in nothing but good for the 
cause of religion. In the meantime, however, it may not be unnecessary. to 
speak a word of warning to. those who are Hable to be carried away by what 1s 
fashionable in Biblical theory, as in everything else. It is well to be reminded 
that among those who have denied the Mosaic Authorsiup of Deuteronomy the 
widest and most irreconcilable differences of opinion have arisen, Tt is common 
just at present to ascribe the composition of the last book of the Pentateuch to 
Jeremiah, and to pronounce it the earliest of the five books. . And yet scarcely a 
generation has passed since the very opposite view was held by Biblical critics, 
according to whom Deuteronomy was the ldalest production of the Pentateuch.— 
This fact is of itself.enough to throw suspicion on theories which are for the 
most part based on evidence of style, of all iaternal tests the one needing the 
most delicate handling, and, we must add, the most deceptive in its supposed 
indications. No doubt there is a radical distinction between Deuteronomy and 
the rest of the Pentateuch ; the writer, as has been well remarked, placing him- 
self more at the subjective than the objective point of view. The traditional 
hypothesis fully suffices to account for this difference ; the assumption of an 
independent authorship is, therefore, unnecessary and illogical,

THE JEWS IN. ALEXANDRIA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘JEWISIL CHRONICLE.” 

Sir..- [ was much disappointed to find, on my return to Egypt, that the poorer 
classes of our Jewish bretbren had not advanced at all, but rather had lost a great 
deal of ground since last I res‘ded hee. The actual cause of this I attribute to a 
mistake which is of old standing but which is now being keenly felt, viz., the 
neglecting to teach useful trades in the free schools. And I might atso add that 
things wou not, in my opinion, have been so bad had more atteution been given 
to the teaching of the English language which now appears to be a very essential 
one in Egypt. The consequence is that our poor Jewish population is very large 
and this, coupled with the fact that the richer classes have absented. themselves 
almost cn masse (once in consequence of the late political disturbances and once in 
consequence of the cholera), has driven these’poor people to the necessity of begging 
in the st'ects from Jew. Christian, and Mahommedan alike, a thing which rarely 
used to occur formerly, so far as begging fromany but a Jew was concerned, Even 
when the richer Jews returned they were unable to cope with the existing poverty 
to any very perceptible degree, first, on account of the very bad state of commerce, 
which naturally would disable them from giving as generously as they formerly di@, 
and as they, no doubt, would still have wished to do, and, secondly, on account of the 
greatly increased number of our poor. Many of those who were able to eke out a 
livelihood before the war, are now thrown out of employment in consequence, or 
had lived upon their little all during the disturbances, 

About 45 years ago tke poorer Jews of Egypt were very ignorant indeed, nor 
were they alone, for both the Mahommedan and Christian poor were in about the 
same state. Itwas about that time, however, that Monsieur Cremieux opened the 
first Jewish free school in Ferypt, but it was with difficulty that the parents could 
be prevailed upon to allow the'r children to attend —the effect was really marvellous 
eventually for very few failed to obtain almost immediate employment upon leav- 
ing school, anid some few there were who obtained really very good situations. 
French, however, was the only language taught, anJ, as Ezypt was then doing a 
large trade with Italy, facilines were afterwards offered for those who wished to 
learn Italian. The English language always has beea neglected by the poorer classes 
of Egyptian Jews,sinee it was never thought at all likely that Eugland would ever 
attain the position in Ezypt which she holds this day. The censequence is, that 
many of the Jewish youths who would, in all probability, have se:ured employment 
of some kind on leaving school are now wandering about the streets, thankful for 
an odd job or even any alms that may be given them, It is really pitiful to see so 
many intelligent and willing young men walking about with nothing to do, and 
when the first sting of shame at accepting alms is got over they seem never to feel 
Iitagain. During the last three or four years I have often written to friends in 
Egypt to use their influence to bring about the more general teaching of the English 
language in the Jewish poor s:hools. but they have either been unsuccessful in their 
efforts, or did not think.it would ever become so essential. 

Formerly, a great number of Jews used to learn the money-changing business 
thoroughly, and used also to lend out money, and as the coins of all nations pass 
current in Keypt they used to find little difficulty in procuring a livelihood, for 


even those who were without any capital at all could generally find some friend 


willing to give them a start by lending them enough to commenee with, which 
amount they very seldom failed to repay. Now, however, there are too many com- 
petitors in this line of business, many people of other nations having entered the 
lists, and fag ae i! had they not done SO, there would not be room. for the number of 
Jews in need of werk, Supposing them all to be able to provide the necessary 
capital, which, however, is no longer the ease, they have got so mixed up with 
Jews from other countries, that people do not know them individually as in former 
times and, therefore, even that trust which used to exist between one Jew and 
another Is, to a great degree extinct. ILow widely different would have been their 
position to-day had they been taught useful trades, Itis never too late te mend, 
and I trust that the day is not far distant when we shall have: trades taught in 
our schools, which, I thik, would be far more useful and even easier to learn 
than so many Janguages—the latter are, of course, very’ esseutial in so cosmo- 
politan a country as Egypt when the desire is to prepare youths for employment in 
business houses. Would that an influential, body, such as that excellent coclety, the 
Anglo-Jewish Association, were to take this matter wp and help our Egyptian 
brethren with the burden under which they are now struggling, with friendly 
counsel and timely aid of a still more substantial character, namely, 
the introduction into the Jewish free schools of E ryot of all kinds of useful truiles. 
Once this isdone inthe boys’ aud girls’ schools, the position of the Jews in this 
country would speedily improve, since the poor would be able to earn an honest 
living, and I am sure would, by their well-known perseverance, soon take good 
places in their different trades, and the middle and richer c'asses having got rid. of 
this very heavy burden would, as a natural eonseqnuence, be able to turn their 
attention to other matters which certainly require more attention, and all would 
think gratefully of that institution which had helped themin their sore need. and 
for which many a silent prayer is, doubtless, offered : up daily by grateful hearts. 
May it ever continue to be a source of relief to those in distress ! |

A TRADE-SCHOOL FOR JEWISH BOYS. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 
Sir,—The Horological Journal for June 1884, contains an instructive account of 
a system of education for trades, the principle of which has been advocated in your 


esteemed journal some years ago, and if you, Sir, will be kind enough to grant me — 


space, I will endeavour to point out the desirability of our adopting this s;stem. 
The report on the institution I am referring to—the Watchmakers’ School, Paris, 
Faubourg du Temple—is briefly as follows :—* The course extends over four years 
the hours being from Still 7 in winter, and 7 till 7 in summer, with intervals for 
meals and recreation, The theoretical instruction comprises French, the elements 
of mathe matics, geometry and machine-constructionin their application to watchand 
clock-making, the thecry of the construction of watches, algebra and trigonometry, 


physics and chemistry, cosmography, book-keeping, and linear and industrial | 


drawing. The practical instruction consists in the first year of the use of tools and 
roughing-out work, in the second year, finishing, in the third year escapements, 
in the fourth year regulating and repairs, The pupils must be fourteen years old 
on admission.” We have nothing of the kind. Is it practicable in England, and 
ought we to have it? In our providng for the future career of our boys, we leave 
much, too much, to chance, and we try to persuade ourselves that we are doing as 
much as weare able. The former is wrong, and the latter is hollow and unworthy 
of men at whose hanés' our children are entitled to look for help. When our boys. 
leave school, they generally either enter some mercantile house or learn a handi- 
craft. Let us leave out of our consideration the prospects of boys who take to 
office-life, For my purpose [ am going to treat only on trade apprentices. The 
‘system of trade-apprenticeship leaves ver y much to be desired, andits drawbacks are 
so great that very many parents and guardians are thereby deterred. First of all 
there are the many years—from six to seven—-a boy has to serve. Serve in what ? 
In learning his trade?) By nomeans, uring the first years he very often learns 
nothing at all. He is made to sweep the place and clean the windows, run errands, 
or mind the baby. The master-in general gets as much labour out of himas he 
can for hisown purposes, and the indifferent journcyman takes no interest in him, 
and is often a person whose company is far from elevating. Worse than that is 
that the boy, when he comes home in the evening, is too tired to read, his school- 
books are thrown aside, and he forgets what he has learned. Not only he forgets 
his secular schooling—and he never can become an educated ariizan in consequence 
—what is still more to be deplored, the modicum of Hebrew and Religion which he 
is supposed to have learned vanishes from his mind altogether. 
overdrawing the picture. Every Jew who values our holy religion cannot fail to 
see that knowledge of our religion is at a low ebb amongst the rising, generation, and 
that the observances of our creed are neglected, 
of God’s Sublime teachings and holy ordinances, but we neglect our duty and fold 
our hands in idleness, | 

However much we. niight deplore irreligion amongst grown-up people, we know 
that we cannot alter it ; but to allow ignorance of it to spread amongst the young 
amounts to a crime towards our God and our nation. And ignorance of it must 
spread if at the early age. of fourteen or fifteen it becomes éntirely neglected. If we 
adopt the scheme sketched at the beginning of this letter, we shall have within a 
few yearsa number of Jewish artizans who will be a credit to our nation. They will 
possess the advantages of education besides having a trade at their fingers’ ends, and 
we shall have trained them to become and remain good Jews. 

In the curriculum of the French school Religion is not mentioned, but it must 
of course form anintegral part of an English institution, The question if the 
‘System is practicable in England, I unhesitatingly answer in the affirmative. What 

the French are able to do in Paris, we shall be able to do equally well in London. 
In the French school watchmaking is taught ; English watchmaking will be able to 
compete with it. And further, we need not confine ourselves to one trade only, 
I will point, for example, to a few others, such as’ivory and wood-turning, carving 
and gilding, &, The religious and scientific instruction would be the same, the 
technical work only would be separate, | 

Last, but not least, the cost is to be considered. In France the pupils pay £12 
per annum, and find their own small tools, For the support of the school in Paris, 
the Guild of Watchmakers contribute annually £560, the Government £80, and the 
City £410, Here we have no Guilds, and we have no claim on public funds, Bat 
here we have amongst our coreligionists men of ample means, who are always ready 
to support a scheme which is rational, and at the same time tends to help the young 
and to raise our nation, To them I appeal in the first instance, since at the com- 
mencement, at all events, only the middle classes would avail themselves of it. 
But in time, when it proves a success, and it can scarcely fail to prove a success if 
Properly worked, the wealthy also will be glad to take to it. Many English families 
Send their sons, at great expense and inconvenience, to continental educational 
establishments, The drawbacks connected therewith are many, and I remind them 
of the exhortation of our rabbis that a father ought to teach his son a handicraft,

Men and lads may look ata room that requires papering and thinkiteasy enough. 
They have only got to cut the paper in long s‘rips and put it on, but simple as that 
looks it cannot be done without learning the art and skill of doing it right True, 
to a sharp and active lad hawking or some unskilled labour mvy prove more remu- 
nerative, but however profitable the earning of sneha livelihood may be, it never 
can ba as sweet and pleasant as the wages earned in an artisan’s shop, anl the 
knowledyve of having wholly or in part produced some article of use. 

I sincerely hope and trust any lad about leaving school,and who has not made any 
choice of trade or profession will read these few lines, penned in humble support of

ently observing the sacred customs of Israe!. It was on Saturday night when he 
left, and 20 persons had assembled. to wish him God-speed. We accompanied him 
through the garden to the Jaffa road where his dragoman.was In waiting with the 
horses, when he dashed away waving his hat and followed by the hearty shouts of 
the crowd riding as it were into the dark of a sweet November night. We little 
thought that so much youth and energy would be prematurely laid low so soon,

The new cemetery of the Western Synagogue, St. Alban’s Place, Hay- | 


market, was dedicated on Sunday last by the Rev. Dr. Hermann Adler and the 
Readers of the Synagogue, the Revs. L. Canter and Tf, Davids. The cemetery 
=e situated in Jeremy’s Green Lane, Edmonton, in the midst of a rural district, 
and consists of 34 acres of ground, The owners of the land have moreover 
given the synagogue the option of purchasing, within two years, an adjoining 
plot of two acres. The old cemetery at Queen's Elm, Brompton, which was 
opened nearly 60 years ago, 18 now all but full. In it are interred the remains 


of Mr. 8. A. Hart, R.A., Dr. Benisch, Mr. Jessel (father of the late Master of the | 


Rolls), Mr. H. L. Keeling, and other well-known members of the community. 
It will be remembered that last year a satisfactory arrangement (in the conduct of 
which Mr. E. Oppenheim and Mr. Lewis Davis, Honorary Solicitor to the Syna-

eogue, took a prominent part) was concluded between the Western Synagogue 
and the euthorities of the Chelsea Hospital for Women, adjoining the Brompton 
Cemetery, by which certain rights of light were granted to the Hospital, in considera- 
tion of a number of orders for in-door and out-door patients being placed at the 
disposal of the Committee of theSynagogue. When some few years ago it became

apparent that the Brompton Cemetery would in a short time be filled, the Wes 
ern Synagogue entered into negotiations with the Burial Committee of the United 
Synagogue with the view to intermeants of persons connected with the St. Alban’s 
Place Congregation taking place at the Willesden Cemetery ; the negotiations, 
however, fell through, chiefly owing to the Western Synagogue being unwilling 
to accept the condition that the funera!s should be conducted by the officials of 
the United Synagogue. A Sub-Committee was thereupon appointed to seek 


an eligible plot for a cemetery, and after considerable I:bour, ia which 
Oppenheim took a Jarge share, the site in was secured. The 


cost of the land was £300 an acre, and the entire expenses, including the erec- 
tion of a wall and the necessary buitdings, will reach a sum not far short of 
£2000, This amount will be met by means of donations (£450), chicfly raised 
among the members of the congregation, an appeal to the community at large 
hot having been suecessful , a evrant of £715 from the Burial Ground Fund of 
the Synagogue, and the sale of a strip of land at Brompton belonging to the 
congregation. It is expeeted that some six months will elapse before the works 
at the cemetery are completed, -

My dear friends. —When we go forth on a bright sammer’s day, such as this, to 
green fields and woodland paths, it is with the desire to inhale the perfumed breath 
of heaven, and to give rest awhile to the wearied brain so that we may resume 
our daily task with renewed vigour, It is not for a such purpose that we 
have sought to-day this peaceful enclosure, far away from the noisy haunts 
of the living. We have come here solemnly to set apart a resting place for 
the remains of those whom it may please our Heavenly Father to call from earth. 
My brethren, Judaism does not encourage its professors to dwell with predilec- 
tion upon mournful themes. such as Death and Decay. No Jewish preacher 
dare act like the monk who, having descanted upon the transitoriness of earthly 
beauty, held up a grinning skull in view or a fair maiden seated before him, ex- 
claiming, * Thus shalt thoube!” But our faith inculeates with all emphasis the 
duties which it behoves the living to fulfil to the dead, By the precepts which it 
enjoinsand the examples which 1t holds up, the Bible calls upon us to provide a 
seemly resting place for the members of our faith. When Abraham has lost the faithful 
companion of his youth, his manhood, and his old age, he rouses himself out of his 
great grief-in order to provide a burying place, where he may hope to rest next to 


- her who had been so dear to him in life. By this act of burial Abraham taught a 


great and noble principle. The Egyptians, among whom he dwelt, entertaining, as 
they did, the foolish superstition that the existence of the soul depended on the 
preservation of the lifeless clay, took every possible precaution to guard the body 


against decay by enbalming it and wrapping it in sheets of linen and gold. And 


these mummies they sometimes. kept in their homes, and sometimes 
placel in gigantic edifices intended to defy the hand of time. But 
Abraham, by burying his dead out of his sight, taught practically the great prin- 
ciple of Judaism, that when the body has been severed. from the immortal soul, it 
has lost the sacredness and value which belonged to it in life. ‘ The dust returneth 
to the earth as it was ; and the spirit returneth unto God who gave it.” (Ecclesi- 
astes xi, 7). fn thus committing the remains of his beloved to earth, he showed 
his belief in the truth, that though the ontward sheath had decayed, all that he 
held dear in life—the true self, the immortal essence—had not not been annihilated ; 
it had but preceded him to the “world of souls,’’—as our teachers designate heaven— 
where he hoped to be re-united with it at no distant day, Itisas a symbol of this 
true re-union atove that we desire our remains to rest next to those whom we have 
loved in life, _Ilence the spot on earth where our kindred repose is most sacred to 
us, And even they who during life have stood aloof from the community, who 
apparently cared nought for Israel’s days of joy and the anniversaries of his 
national sorrow, have yet anxiously asked for a few feet of earth in a Jewish ceme- 
tery, so that, though they lived apart from their people in life, they might rest 


among them in death, Hence it was that when Manasseh ben Israel appealed to the |. ~ 


Lord Protector to permit his brethren to return to England, one of his principal 
requests was to the effect that ‘‘ they be allowed to consecrate a burial-ground out- 


side the city, there to inter their dead without hindrance.” A feeling of thankful. 


ness must fill your hearts that, faithful to the traditions of your fathers 
you have been enabled to acquire this resting-place. It is situated at some con. 
siderable distance from the centre of the metropolis, But, as the huge city wherein 
we dwell assumes vaster and vaster dimensions, this is inevitable, We thus act in 
accordance with the prescriptions of our ancient teachers, who enacted that burial- 
grounds should be removed to a distance of fifty cubits from the walls of a eity, a 
sanitary measure the value of which begins only in our day to be fully realised 
Brethren, how solemn are the thoughts which thrill you, as you reflect that the time 
must come when you and those you hold dear will rest in this peaceful ground 
May God protect you and your loved ones! Yet we all know that heaven's mes. 
senger may come to us at every stage and period of our life. : 
“Like leaves of trees the race of man is found, 

Now green in youth, now withering on the ground.’’ 
Who then would be so arrogantas to pride himself on any of the superiorities he ma 
possess, seeing that in a moment they vanish? Who so foolish as to allow his heart 
to be lifted up, seeing that the time will come when all his far reaching ambition 
all his imagined greatness, all his unresting desires will be covered by the two 
small words “ Here lies”? But as we look upon this “ the house appointed for all 
living,’ sweet thoughts of calmness and repose will likewise enter our hearts, The

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THE JEWS RUSSIA. 


[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. | | 
ST. PETERSBURG, JULY 11TH, 1884. 


In accordance with the custom of the Jast few years, the J ews who have sur- 
vived the recent anti-Jewish excesses at Nijni Novgorod are bein ¢ punished because. 
they dared to escape from the murderous clutches of their assailants, You are 
already aware that the police at Ni jni received orders to compile within three days a 
list of the Jews who illegally reside there. We who have the misfortune to live 
outside the area of settlement, we unhappily know but too well what such an order 
means, and a shudder passes through our entire frame whenever we think of it, I 
myself have, on more then one occasion, been an unwilling eye-witness of the 
manner in which poor Jewish workmen, who spend a precarious existence, have been 
seized by the police, generally in the dead of night, and, with their wives and 
children and the little property they possessed, drageed to the railway, without 
peing allowed to complain to a magistrate of this arbitrary act of expulsion, These 
high-handed proceedings are justified by the police on the ground that, accordingjto 
their belief, the persons expelled by them were not carrying on their callings, active 
occupation being a sine gud non of the condition under which Jews are allowed to 
dwell outside the area of settlement. A similar fate is now in store for the poor 
Jews of Nijni Novgorod, This sad Ict is to be their consolation for the indescriba- 
ple agony they have endured, their recompense for the immense losses they have 


sustained through the destruction of their property by the brutalised mob, Nota: 


few among the unfortunate Jews will envy the fate of the murdered victims of the 
excesses ; they at least rest tranquilly in their graves ; but what a martyrdom stares 
the living in the face should the police go to the full extreme of the powers with 
which they are armed! What insults, sufferings, and persecution will they not have 
to bear before they also find that peace which is denied to them here! Tn the face 
of such sufferings, the punishment which will be inflicted on the misereants who 
at Nijni Novgorod completely disgraced the name of man will be miserably inade- 
quate, And yet people are surprised that the excesses have not ceased, Will not 
the treatment to which the authorities themselves intend to subject the Jews act as 
a powerful stimulus to the committal elsewhere of outrages upon the Jews? And 
will the mob be deterred therefrom by a dread of the punishment which will be 
meted out to them? Certainly not. What is a few weeks’ or months’ imprison- 
ment to a body of hungry loafers, many of whom, perhaps, will be able to keep. 
themselves for some time after.their release with the procecds of their plunder? 

As if these considerations were not sufficient to encourage would-be outrage- 
mongers, the anti-Semitic press 1s continuing to preach its shameful crusade with an

Asa proof of the attention which is paid to their statements, there can be no 
doubt that the order to the police at Nijni Novgorod to prepare a list of the Jews 
Who have no right to reside there is the direct outcome of a question propounded in 
the Nowoje Vrenja >“ By what right have the Jews settled in Nijni Novgorod!” We 
have thus to thank our arch-enemy. for a contemplated oppression on the part of 
the police, which, as [ have remarked above, causes. infi nitely more misery than 
brutal assaults, because its effects are more enduring than the eruelty of the mob. 
The Jew, driven out of the place where he has for many years earned a living, and 
encumbered with a large family, is compelled to wander about finding no rest for 
the sole of his foot, for the area of settlement is already choke full, There is then 
nothing left for him but to become a beggar. 

The recent excesses at Nijni-Novgorod, have, after minute inquiry, been ascer- 
tained to have been the work of strange labourers, probabl y in the pay of the anti- 
Semites, who, as is well known, arranged the riots at Elizabethgrad, Kieff, Balta, 
Warsaw, Ekaterinoslaw, and other places. The inhabitants of the locality, with 
whom the Jews lived on the best of terms, not only took no part in the riots, but as 
far as possible protected and defended them, This is the only consoling feature of 
the sad events at Nijni-Novgorod. That we have to do with a systematically organ- 
ised agitation for the employment of brute force is likewise the opinion of the 
Moscow Wiedomosti, M,. Katkoft’s journal, The object of the anti-Semites is not 
far to seek, 'T hey wished to terrorise the Commission on the Jewish Question, and 
to show how how dangerous it would be for the Jews if they were permitted to 
reside in any and every part of the Empire. Indeed, it is reported that the question 
18 being seriously considered of restricting even the limited rights of residence at 
present enjoyed by the Jews, and to forbid them from engaging in manual occupa- 
tions, Such a course would be as creat a misfortune for Russia as for the Jews ; 
but it is none the less probable. The “temporary regulations’ of Ignatieff have 
injured the Russian nation as well as the Jews, and yet the anti-Semites ask for 
more legislation of this kind, while posing at the frame time as patriots,

Persons have been killed,and many others lie at the hospital more or less dangerously 
wounded, Among those who succumbed to their in juries was the Jewish merchant 
Deutzelmann, whose death is deplored by all classes, even by anti-Jewish journals, 
Which speak of him as a philanthropist.

NEW YORK, JUNE 24, 1884. 

New York in the summer is a splendid place to get away from, The thermo- 
meter is constantly consulted by face-mopping, soda-drinking crowds, the individuals 
composing which appear to derive no little consolation from noting how high it 
registers, Fashionable places of worship have long begun to lose attendants, who 
have gone to worship in cool atmospheres, The season now ended of communal 
work, always most active in winter, does not offer much to strike a reviewer.

ing what conscience rejects otherwise. The result is that ministers must dance tu 


the fiddles of their members who can vote to introduce any reform conceivable and 
still call this religion Judaism,

ought to be met in the first place by a revision of the ritual, which, he- 
roundly declares, has outlived its usefulness, The language of the Prayer- 
book, he thinks, ought to be English, and only so mnch Hebrew should 
be retained as will suffice to show respect for the ancient tongue. The 
reverend gentleman further reminded the congregation that the weekly ser- 
vice is held on a day when the majority of members cannot attend. Efforts 
had been made to increase the attendance, but they had proved ineffectual. 
Choice had now to be made between two alternatives, Things must either 
be allowed to go on as hitherto, with the almost certain prospect of their 
going from bad to worse, or Sunday services must be initiated to supplement 
those held on Saturdays. Dr. Gorrnei. was careful to add a warning to 
the effect that this latter suggestion would require very cautious treatment, 
and that in considering it the congregation would be passing through a 
crisis. But though he was thus anxious to lay stress upon the momentous 
nature of the question, it is clear that his views are in favour of the inno- 
vation. When aman declares that there is only one course to be pursued 
if matters are not to take a still more unsatisfactory turn, his opinion respecting 
that course is obvious, Dr. Gorruein, then, is in favour of accommodating 
those who do not attend on Saturdays by holding a service on Sundays. 

We learn that Dr. Gorrneis’s letter has produced lively emotion 
among his congregants. A New York journal—not a Jewish one—heads 
its paragraph on the subject with the words, “ Hot Shot by a Rabbi,” and 
there can be no doubt that even the congregation of the Temple Emanuel 
have been not a little startled by their minister’s proposals. Those who know 
anything of the existing service at the Temple will be surprised to find that 
there was anything left to reform. In respect to ritual, most persons would 
have thought that the congregation had gone as far as they could. It appears 
that there are loftier heights of innovation yet to be scaled. One change

without. But Jewish opinion in America on religious matters can be 
gathered from laymen direct. If anyone undertakes the task he will not 
find much to encourage the idea that “the tide is turning,” Indifference 
to Judaism is steadily growing day by day among a large section of American 
Jews. The picture which Dr. Gorrnert draws of the religious situation is 
accurate enough, whatever we may think of his remedies. Another Rabbi, 
Dr. Kouter, who disapproves of Sunday services, confirms his fellow- 
minister in his description of the prevailing irreligion. “It is a sad but 


indisputable fact,” he says, “ that young men do not want to hear Judaism 


and its history expounded, They unreservedly disown God and religion.” 
Here, again, we are, face to face with the advanced guard; but that the 
general tendency of American Jewish thought is an onward one, and that 
there are no real indications of a reaction, every close observer must admit. 


The racial feeling among American Jews fortunately remains strong, but their 


religious sympathies are continually growing weaker. 


The outlook is not bright. Of American Judaism there is no reason 
todespair, any more than there is reason to despair of Judaism all the world 
over. The religion has successfully passed through dangers far greater than 
those which menace it across the Atlantic. Our apprehensions are reserved 
for the numerous body of persons in America who, at present Jews, may not 
probably drift away altogether from Judaism. We fear that, unless the 
movement now in progress among our American coreligionists be stayed, not 
a few of them will ultimately be divorced from their ancestral faith. It 
scems to us that the measures which the progressionist party would adopt to 


avert this disaster are calculated to hasten it. Sunday services and the

THE PARLIAMENTARY ELECTIONS IN HUNGARY. 
| FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT. ] 
BUDA PESTH, JULY Ist, 1834. 

It was necessary that some time should be allowed to pass after the termination 
of our elections, in order that I might calmly review the defeat which we have sus- 
tained. Never has a. body been more bitterly undeceived than have the Jews in 
Hungary. With a somewhat irrational hope they had looked forward to the general 
elections for the Chamber of Deputies ; they had anticipated not alone the weaken- 
ing of the anti-Semitic party, but also the defeat of its leaders and their exclusion 
from Parliament, A Chamber without Istoezy was one of the dreamy hopes in 
which the Jews had allowed themselves to indulge, Sacrifices, extraordinary sacri- 
fices, were demanded from the Jews, and to attain this object promises and engage- 
ments were entered into, in the fulfilment of which influential circles put but little 
faith, Thus, the belief was spread that anti-Semitism would collapse if the 
Jews determined to support the ministerial candidates with all their strength, The 
primary cause of the victory achieved by the anti-Semites is to be found in our 
irrationality or rather blind belief.; the second, in the prudence of our opponents, 
Fears had been entertained that the elections would bring in their train serious 
dangers for the lives and property of J ews, There were many who believed that a 
regular crusade against us had been organised by our enemies, The rabble were to 

go about waving red flags, and inciting the people generally to deeds of bloodshed 
and plunder, Nothing of the kind, however, occurred, The worst that happened 
was the breaking of a few windows in Jewish houses, This immunity from serious 
injury was not a matter of chance, but the result ofa pre-arranged plan. The anti- 
Semitic leaders well knew that any outbreak of violence would compel the Govern- 


ment to come to the protection of the Jews with armed force, and thus enable it.

DURBAN, NATAL. 
Dr. I. Gregory d’Arbella, Physician to H.M. the Sultan of Zanzibar, writes 
to us from Durban, Natal, on the 22nd ult. : 
| | Durban, Nara, 22nd June, 1884. 

Dear Sir,—The second day after my arrival at Durban I rambled over the 
neat little town to: find some trace of a synagogue, but all my migrations had — 
heen without any avail. A letter of introduction to a Durbanite merchant, who also 
happened to be an Israelite, put me on the right track. Following his directions — 
[ found in Grey Street a neat little building, very simple but very decent, which 
previously served the Methodists as a chapel. At the back of this synagogue is 
1 cottage for the marriage officer, as the Chazan, Shochet, and Mohel is styled 
here. ‘The next Sabbath [ went to the synagogue to hear the service. There 
was not more than minyun, and all the congregation consisted of Russian and 
Polish Jews. The poor fellows are all artisans, getting a living by their several 
handicrafts ; they have collected some money amongst. themselves and bought 
the present building, and are supporting the minister. There are a great many 
German Jews, who do not take any part in this laudable undertaking, und have 
completely leit Judaisin, having intermarried with Christians, and who try to 
hide their Jewish origin ; but they are despised by both Christians and Jews. 

3 The greatest speaker in the Legislative Council, and the best barrister. in 
Durban, is Mr. Escomb, of Jewish origin, and I heard many colonists say “ he is 
clever because he isa Jew.” If Natal receives a responsible Government he is 
pointed to as the future Premier. A great many English and forcign Jews are 
here in trade, the names displayed on their shops and stores indicating who tlic 
owners are to a man who knows something of Jewish names: Emanuel, Samuels, 
Shapira, Weinstock, Adler, Woolf, Pincus, Gumpelsohn, Isaacs, &c. ‘There are 
many jewellers in Durban and Pietermaritzburg who have the classical names of 
Levi and Cohen. Many have their wives with them, and their children attend a 
Hebrew class held at the house of the minister. | 

Next week [am going up country, and shall certainly write to you abcut 
the Jews in the Transvaal gold-fields, where they are to be found ia very large

MURDERS OF. JEWS IN MOROCCO. 

Recently three eases of murder, of which Jews were the victims, have 
occurred in the neighbourhood of Larache, As the murdered persons were 
robbed of the monies which they carried about them, the motive for the crimes 
was plunder rather than religious hatred. It is unfortunately but too often the 
case that Jewish merchants, who. in travelling from place to place have with 
them considerable amounts of money, neglect the necessary precaution of pro- 
viding themselves with an escort ; they thus become an easy prey for the many 
raarauding Moors. The Jews of Larache, fearing that they might themselves be 
endangered if they made any complaints about the murders of their coreligion- 


ists, abstained from taking any action ; no representations would therefore have 


been made to the authorities had it not been for the activity of a Spanish resi- 
dent, who took up the matter.

for the last tw) years have materially suffered. A bazaar took place here on 

the 2nd July, on behalf of the St. Michael's Hlome for Destitute and Orphan Child- 
ren. Mrs. and the Misses Ornstien (assisted. by the Misses Rodolf) held a 
stall and obtained contributions. Lady Robinson (wife of his Excellency the 
Governor) who takes a great interest in this most deserving institution also held a 
stall.—Just now there is another ‘rush ’ to the Gold Fields, The principal centre 
of attraction is the * Moodie’s Reef Farm,” which is stated to be fabulously rich in

After prohi- 
biting the Jews from exercising the calling of hawkers. the authorities have, we 
hear, forbidden them the delivery of bread, confectionery, and provisions generally, 
It is no wonder, ther, that so many thousands of our coreligionists should be anxious 
to quit the country. Many Jews on leaving Roumania have settled in the neigh- 
bouring countries of Bulgaria and Servia, where there is no hindrance to Jews 
taking up their abode. Others have gone further afield, and have sought a home in 
Mexico. the Government of that resublic having held out promises of exceptional 

advantages to intending settlers, 

INDUSTRIAL OCCUPATIONS IN THE EASt.-—The subject of teaching to the Jewish 
youth of both sexes in the East usefal trades, having lately attracted considerable 
notice, it is interesting to note what has alrcady been done in this direction in the 
important Jewish community of Salonica, This community, the most active and 
the most industrious in the East, is making every effort to improve its material 
situation. For some years past various large factories have been in existence here, 
These give employment to many young men, formerly pupils of the Alliance School, 
and to nearly 1,000 Jewish girls. The local Alliance Committee has lately organised 
workshops in which upwards of 30 girls are being taught’ embroidery.

| FROM A CORRESPONDENT. | 
| CORFU, JULY 4, 1881. 


After my long silence, the first words that I address to you to-day shall be 
expressions of gratitude to one of your institutions, the Anglo-Jewish Association, 
which has once again lent a helping hand to our Girls’ School. I assure you that 
this Association cannot better carry out the objects for which it exists than by aid- 
ing struggling schools, such as ours, for the education of Jewish girls, The present 
is not the first occasion on which I have brought the school under the notice of your 

‘readers ; I wrote to you on the subject nearly a year ago, when the school was 
re-opened amid the rejoicings of our entire community. | 
In the meantime the school has realised our utmost expectations, and has aroused 
the sympathy of many kindly-disposed friends of education, among whom, in addi- 
tion to the Anglo-Jewish Association, I would specially name the Baroness de Hirsch 
and the Chevalier Veneziani. The number of pupils having increased above one 
hundred, the need was felt for a third teacher, who was accordingly engaged a few 
months ago. This augmentation of pupils is emphatic evidence of the fact that our 
poorer classes are anxious to give their children useful secular instruction, properly 
combined with an equally sound religious education. Such a praiseworthy disp)dsi. 
tion, you will admit, deserves the utmost encouragement. Before dismissing ‘the 
subject of education, I may state that our Talmud Tora Sshool is likewise making 
satisfactory progress. | 
A new institution has lately been founded here, which promises to be of con- 
siderable utility to our coreligionists,and especially so to those belonging to the 
working class, Englishmen are too well aware of the benefits conferred on the 
people by the Savings Banks, which abound in your country,to require apy advocacy 
of such institutions from a foreigner. Here in Corfu, however, a bank’ of this 
nature did not exist until a few months ago, when one was estadlished by our Chief 
Rabbi, Signor Giuseppe Levi. The savings’ bank has already succeeded in instilling 
provident habits among our poorer brethren, and it continues to gain in daily 


favour. It is to be hoped that its advantages will at all times be fully appreciated 
| 


by that large section, numbering two-thirds of our entire body, who my be described 


as day labourers, and who will thus escape from the demoralising effects of charity 
although it is bestowed in the least objectionable manner, 

In our synagovue services, as in our charitable socictics, a constant amelioration 
is to be noticed —the result of religious activity and of fraternal zeal, which are the 
happiest angury for the stability of our congregation, | 


VACCINATION AND SMALL-Pox.--We are authorised to state that the children 
of the Jews’ Infant School, Commercial Street, have been recently examined by Dr.
